Henceforth you will be known only by 
a number. 
You will have no right 


except ouly the right of mere exist- 
ence. 


"In four or live years the eternal 


solitude and silence will begiu to crush 
iu upon you like au iron weight. You 
hear that street cur bell ringing In th« 
streetV You will remember it lit after 
years as the moat exquisite music. 
There will be ftsw worse men than you 
lu that great prison, but the law has 
taken its full and amplo revenge upon 
you." 


Mrs. Sarah Welcome has Just sued 


for divorce from the man la Jollet 
penitentiary. The bare notice recalled 
the Judge's stern decree six years ago, 
and a reporter Journeyed to Joliet to 
see Welcome and discover If life in 
prison had crushed the man who mur- 
dered.
